Canada Aids Allies 


Ottawa's announcement that preparations are under 
way for Canada's first war loan, now scheduled to 
to make its appearance during the first quarter of 1940 
is good news inasmuch as it will provide ths rank and 
tile of Canadians with an opportunity to make their first 
direct contribution to Canadas War effort. The back- 
bone of Canadas participation in this war will be finan- 
cial because of the vast ammount of foodstuffs, material 
and military supplies that will be required from this 
country. True there is much of these materials will be 
paid for by the Allies. but some of the British purchas 
es in this country will have to be financed by Canada, 
and Canadas own program will be extensive. [t seems 
probable that at least 40 percent of the natsonal income 
will be required in the next year Lo meet the cost of 
war and other expenditures of all governments in Can- 
ada and to finance the Eritish purchases here. 


Canada has come a long way since the last war in 
developing a fiscal system of equality in citizenship and 
its attendant responsibilitles. As announced in the first 
war budget. this war. in so faras Canada is concerned 
will be financed as far as practicable on a pay as yon go 
basis, and paid for by all on the general basis of ability 
to pay. It would be impossible to tax for the entire 
entire cost of swinging the program into action with 
out tending to hamper initiative. lessen efficiency and 
retard the expansion of production and national income 
Tax revenues, therefore. must be sapplimented through 
borrowing hy means of domestic bond floatations 


It may too be taken for granted that there will be no 
tax free bonds in this war, that will gravitate to a few 
holders and enable them to minimize their income taxes 
Nor will there be any duplication of the abnormal pro 
fts from war materials wittnessed during the last war 
The safeguard against this is the Excess Profiss Tax, 
enacted at the special war session of the Dominion 
Legislature.
